' viding tho sinews of war. It should be remembered that even in ordinary times a 


very large proportion of the J ewish poor are but little removed from the pauper 
class. Many of them are petty traders or pedlars, who i in this bitter weather cannc{- 
possibly follow their usual occupation. Added to which, some of the necasg. 

aries of life, such as fuel and meat, have reached alinost famine prices. Even 
the wealthy have suffered discomfort, but in the case of the poor, the margin 
between so-called comfort and suffering really means a question of life and 
death. Their vitality, under normal conditions, is much reduced in winter, 
In such severe weather as we have experienced, they need all the relict it is 
possible to dispense to them to save them from, sickness and death. It is quie 

unnecessary for us to enlarge upon this subject. Jews are preverotal throughout 
the world for their charity and for the loving care they teke of their poor. 
In the circumstances which are now familiar to us all, open-handcd gener- 
osity is palpably needed, The necessity being recognized, we have little doubt 
that the appeal of Mr. Cohen will be bountifully responded to. The Soup

THE SCROLLS OF: THA: LAW. 


Not the least interesting incident at the marriage of Mr. Leopoll de- 


Rothschild last week, was the desire express‘d by the Prince of Wales to 
mapect one of the Nivire Torah. To see the future representative.of the Civil 
Law confrouted by the repository of the Sacred Law was a itself a sight eu ficient 
t» recall the position of Israel among the nations. Bat . lite apart from the spoa- 
taneous interest taken in them by the Heir Apparent, the Scrolls of the Law are 
fall of interesting associations. They show how the deep lecmuds of Jews for the 
Torah itself is transferred in large measure to {he records which contain it. It 
is the laudable custom in Israel to associate all its dearest moamcries with out- 
ward observances which shall impress them more deeply in te minds and hearts 
of Jews. ‘Thus in the case of the Sacred Scrolls every possible precaution is 
taken to preserve their sanctity. The Sopher or scribe who indites the characters 


has to undergo special training and has to be, in his way, at ouce an artist and 


ascholar. Ivory care is taken to insure accuracy in transcription ; any erasure 


has to be avoided. The very ink and parchment have to be specially prepared 
aid share the sacredness.

the confidence which the community kas placed in its administration, and to 
alleviate the privations of the poor committed toits cara. ee 

When the frost first set in, a supply of coals was ordered to be delivered 
according to the instructions of the Board at the dwellings of the poor. Two 
separate orders, each for hundred blanket-rugs, have been given. The powers 
of the Secretary have been enlarged, enabling him to deal at onco with every 
case which is at all urgent. Instead of bi-weckly meetings of the relief com- 
mittee, a member cf the Board is daily in attendance, and disposes each day of 


the applications made in the morning. The scale of relief given to each appli- 


cant has also been increased. 
creates, tax to the utmost both the exertions of the staff of the Board, and also 
the co-operation of its members. I should be wanting in my duty if I did not 
publicly acknowledge the zeal and energy displayed by the former, as also the 
willing acquiescence of my colleagues in the extra demands made both on their 
time and on their generosity. — | 

It would be a source of satisfaction, if any of your readers would attend at 
this office, and witness for himself both the magnitude and the exceptional 
character of the existing distress, a distress attributable almost entirely to the 
complete stoppage of out-door employment, caused by the severity of the frost. 
And I trust that the public will support and encourage us in mitigating that 
distress in the only way it can be met, viz., by a prompt and generous, yet

Let, however, a Jew, the bumblest and 
the poorest, unjustly suffer indignity or outrage, and the Jews of the world— 
true to their racial and religious instincts and obligations, unite as one man to 
champion, and, if possible, redress the wronged and relieve the suffering. And 
yet withal ‘the one touch of nature that makes us kin” in no way withdraws 
us from our allegiance to our native lands, or impairs in the slightest degree our 
lofty sense of what as a community we owe to society at large, both as citizens

“THE “WANDERING JEW.” 


On Sunday, the 23rd, Mr. Moncure D. Conway gave a lecturo at St. George's | 
Hall on the above subject, which was full of Jewish interest. He began by 


referring to the many cases in folklore of men who never died. Legends of 


King Arthur, William Tell, Bobadel and Sebastian, Barbarossa, Monmouth, — 


Hiawatha and Stonewall Jackson, were referred to as instances of the tendency 


of the common people to disbelieve in the death of their heroes. Tho earliest — 
instance of this tendency was shown in the Persian hero Yima, who is repre- 


sented as reigning for 900 years and then was withdrawn from men’s gaze and 


placed in a kiad of paradise, The Persian dualism was applied to this not‘on, and _ 


as some men were considered too good to cease to live so others were thought too 
wicked to die. According te the lecturer, we have a contrast of this sort in Enoch 
and Cain, and, ia avnational form in Judah and Esau, or the eternal life on earth 
of the Jew and the Gentile. This dualism was applied by the lecturer to eluci- 
date the legend of the Wandering Jew. In one form of the legend given by 
Matthew Paris, the Wandering Jew is said to have been, not a shoemaker as 
in the ordinary account, but a doorkeeper of Pontius Pilate. In one of the 
apocryphal accounts of Judas, he is likewise described os holding the same 
position, and this led the lecturer to identify Judas with the Wandering Jew. 
Judas, probably, never lived, said Mr. Conway, and was merely a type of Judah, 
in other words of the Jews. The Jows were regarded by the folklore of Chris- 
tianity as being the chosen people of—the Devil! Mr. Conway declared that 


he was convinced, from a long study of the subject, that for upwards 6f 1,000 . 


years ordinary Christians did not believe Jews to be men at all but demons in 
human shape. The impossible crimes alleged against the Jews, the violent dotes- 
tation displayed by all classes, the representations on the stage of inhuman monsters 
like the “Jew of Malta,” were adduced to support this statement. Against this 
view, Shakespeare’s Shylock was the first protest, and the celebrated speech 
‘Wath not a Jew eyes ?” &., was quoted as a direct attack on mediwval super- 


stitions about the Jews. The lecturer continued, ‘it says little for the progress» 


of civilization that 280 years after that noble protest, it could not be uttered 
in some parts of Europe without pointing a moral’’ (Applause). Towards the 
close of the Middle Ages the Wandering Jew seems to have lost his syimbolical 
significance, and was regarded as an individual who made his appearance in the 
flesh, His staff and shoes are preserved at Berne, he is reported to have visited 
Ulm and Dantzic, and in 1547 Hamburg. In 1700 he made his appearance in 
London, and gained belief from many clergymen as to his identity with the 
Ahasuerus who reviled Jesus. He even condescended ‘ to accept a few shillings 
to preserve his imperishable existence.” 
has found rest in fiction or poetry, such as the works of Goethe, Schlegel and 
Sue, or in the lines of:Shelley’s ‘(Qjaeen Mab,” which represent tho unbroken, 
unbending Jew asa sort of Semitic Prometheus, Reverting to the people of 
which he is the type, the lecturer remarked that the Jews were pre-eminently 
the “ People of the Book,” and had never forsaken the Law. As a consequence 
they could not enter.the other nationalities, and have remained nomads. The 
Jews are remarkable for having no compromise in their patriotism and religions 
zcal. There is no such thing as Jewtsh Jesuitism. The nearest instance he 
knew occurred recently in France. At one of the holy wells where the Virgin 
Mary periodically appears “ to effect a water-cure and make the fortune of inn- 
keepers,” a Jewish pedlar had expreesed his contempt for the superstition, and 
was threatened by the populace with death. Asalast favour he asked to be 
allowed to drink of the holy water and, on his request being granted, declared’ 
that he he had been cured of a chronic rhematism and expressed a desire to be 
baptised. “A miracle!’ was shouted, and the pedlar became a hero 
instead of a martyr. Before, however, tho time appointed for the baptism 
arrived, the pedlar had disappeared. Apart from such instances as this, there 
appeared to be no compromise made by Jews with their creed. It was asserted 
. that the house of Rothschild had continually refused to have dealings with countries 
from religious motives. The riches of the Jows was referred to asthe main 
factor in their survival. The Jews were like the burning bush, though ever 
attacked by the fire of persecution, they were never consumed. This was caused, 
a cording tothe lecturer, by their porsession of money, which gained them the 


protection of powerful kings, and it was remarked that Westminster Abbey . 


had been built by money wrung from the Jews. The pnnishinents of 
Spain for the expulsion of the Jews was referred to in eloquent language, 
‘Where is Spain now? Where are England and Holland who received 
the Jews expelled from Spain, and have continually trusted 
honesty and their loyalty?” According to the lecturer, the Jews follow 
strong. governments: hence their admiration for Napoleon I. and the fact 
that half the Jews are Russian subjects. The Jows have learned by sad expe- 
rience never to trust the people, and it would be a very strange fact, according 


to Mr. Conway, if they are to be found among the Social Democrats of Germany. | 


He protested against the many erroneous notions current about the dows. In 
America, where charities are not sectarian, they had nobly disproved the charge. 
of avarice. English Puritanism, owing to its‘ Bibliolatry,’ had disregarded the fact 
that Judaism had advanced step by step with the progress of human thought. It 
was thought by many Christian Jadies that Jowish mothers bad no such tea 


as the golden rule or the sayings of Jesus to give to their children. They forgot . 
that Jesus himself learned them at the knees of a Jewish mother, and that Jewish | 
mothers of to-day could draw from the same fount of wisdom. The lecturer 
called the Society for Propagating Christianity among the Jews a shame and an- 
anachronism, and quoted Mendelesohn’s saying “the Jews will not become — 
>. Christians till the Christians have ceased to be Jews.” He concluded his address — 
- by exhorting the Jews to side with progress and not reject such sons of Judaism 
as Spinoza, Heine, the Mendelssotins and the Dieraelis. It would only be by |

the direct relation of citizenship and the possession of land, By the consti- 


tution of society up to recent times, no man was a freeman, i.2., @ citizen, 
unless he held land. But, further, no man cou'd hold land unless he joined 


the State to which the land belonged, and up to the present century State — 
and Church were inseparably combined. This applies not only to Chris- 
tianity but to the preceding civilization of Rome. We sce from the perse- 
cution of the early Christians that what was required for proof of citizenship. 
was a public act of sacrifice to the national gods. The Jews could not join. 
the Church and therefore could not belong to the ancient State, and, as a 
consequence, could not hold land. Thus in the last resort it was the 
individuality of the Jew, his intense love for the national history and 
religion, which prevented his being absorbed among the nations by settling 
on their lands, It is directly contrary to facts to state that the Jew is 
If any such fecling exist nowadays it 
is due to the legislation of the ancient world which prevented the alien—and 
the Jew could not but be an alien if he was to remain a Jew—from holding 
possession of the soil. 

_ As the Jews could not hold land, they were obliged to confine them- 
selyes to cities and to commercial life. And with regard to this, both 
ancient and mediaval thought tended to throw the money-trade into 
their hands,. Both at Athens and at Rome it was deemed undignified for 
a citizen to be a trader. And afterwards, the Church adopted with the 
greatest vigour Aristorie’s dictum, ‘money dees not breed,” and declared 
all dealings with money to be non-Christian. Thus up to very recent 
times the Jew has been the only dealer in money. Throughout mediaval 


documents “a Jew’ was used as synonymous with ‘a banker.” It is this 


possession of money and, one has to add, the ostentation with which it was 


used that have been the direct causes of persecution, Religious antipathy 
may have fanned the blaze, but envy of commercial success has always lit 
the flames. Versecution has always occurred when Jews haye attained 
their highest commercial successes and broke out into ostentatious display of

But there still remains a small leaven of fact in such statements — 


which constitutes at once the pride of Judaism and causes much of the ill- 


will against it. The whole world has failed in. its long-continued efforts to — 


crush the individuality of Judaism and, as we have just seen, the very means 


it has adopted—persecution—has been one of the most. potent causes of | 


survival. It cannot be denied that national boasting and open attacks on 
Christianity have had much to do with the lamentable scenes now being 
enacted in Germany. | 

Persecution, again, has turned Jews from the most intractable of 
citiz: ns into the most loyal of subjects, ‘‘ Spfferance is the badge of all our 
tribe”; no trace remains of the wild outbursts of national enthusiasm which 
brought abont the fall of Jerusalem. Ifa nation’s rule be severe, the Sew 
submits with the patience bred of persecution; if the rule be mild, the Jew 
displays his gratitude by a fervent Joye for his native land. By sad expe- 
rience the Jew has been taught to appreciate at its full value kind treatment. 
The patriotism of Jews varies directly with the treatment they receive, and it

Mediwval persecution has had much to do in cultivating the practical 
ability of Jews. The Jew in the Middle Ages had alway’ to be prepared 
for flight and immediate action. In Herxe’s Jewish novel, Rabbi von 
Bacharach,” the poet represents his hero leaving house and home at a 


moment's notice to avoid an accusation cf child murder, This is the typical 


attitude of the Jews throughout medieval persecution. They lived literally 


with their lives in their hands. The perpetual state of suppressed excite- 
ment has had much to do in producing the highly nervous nature of the 
Jew which gifts him so well for the stage and for music, Further results 
are to be seen in the boldness of Jewish speculators on the Stock Exchange 
and in the national vice —it is litle else—of gambling. The Jew has had 
to be ready in long ages to risk his-all on the chances of the moment, and 
the tendency follows him when the necessity has disappeared. 

Happily, persezution has ingrained in the Jewish character a trait 
exactly opposed to this tendency. The need of buying off persecution and 
of possessing means of flight, has led to habits of thrift and industry which 


are characteristic of Jews, We may here remark that these traits, like 


Many others, are shared by the French character where they have been 
fostered, so economists tell us, by the poseession of land. 


| It is curious that 
the deprivation of landed property, in the one case, and its wide extension 
in the other, should have led equally to habits of thrift. 

In laying munch stress on the absence of landed property as explaining 
many facts in Jewish history and character, we are aware that we need some 
further proof of a novel and unusual mode of explanation. Yet there can 


be no doubt of the vital importance of this alienation of the Jew from the 
land of his native country, 


which resulted from town-life as compared with country-life. Without that, 
the Jew would not have been exclusively devoted to the money market and 


international trade, and would not have possessed his inherited aptitude for the 


higher finance — It affords a most striking example of Justice in History to- 
observe the results of mediaval persecution with regard to this matter. For 
more than a thousand years the world has been. training the Jew, by its 
liberal restrictions on the possesion of land, iv jead. the intellectual life of 
towns and to devote himself to. finance.

of dur fathers in all the grandeur of its divine teaching. Had high placed dews 
done this in Germany, we never aliould have heard, in our civilized age, of the 
Judenhet-e. The self-respect of Jews will do more to gain the goodwill of their 
fellow-subjects than the wore than princcly display—tor our princes are gentle- 
inen—which the new rich put forward, thinking to dazzle the world by their 
giided vulgarity. 
Our Rothschilds have done well. We owe them our respect and our affec- 
tion, Andit is a question which ceremonial has cone more to win our adunire- 
tion and to mark thetr fealty—the ceremouisl in PorUland Street, er the oue in 
Tring Paik.

the part of the world which lay in the West of Asia and around the Eastern 


shores of the Mediterranean, That country had all along played a very great 
part in the world’s history and was doing so now, and it might contribute a | 


little to their forming a conclusion upon the difficult problem of what the future 


of the Turkish empire was to be if he gave them a sort of historical sketch of © 


the condition of that country during the last 2,000 years. It had undergone a 
great many sigaificant vicissitudes, and it was important to have somo idea of 
its past history, of the different races that from time to time had occupied it, 
the different relizions which had held sway, and the different political and 
social forces which had been operating down to our own time, and the conditions 
under which the future of the country, to which we must all desire the restoration 
of its prosperity and happiness, was to be worked out. When woe first came 
to learn anything about Asia Minor, Egypt, Syria, and Palestine, we found that 


there was au enormous number of small states and different races living along 


these coasts. At present there was a comparatively small number of races 
and very few Jarguages were spoken. With Arabic, Greek and Turkish a man 
might travel in every part of those countries, whereas 2,000 years ago a man 
would have. bad to know 15 or 20 languages, because the whole of that great 
region was cut up into a large number of small kingdoms or principalities, each 
inhabited by a different race, speaking a different language and having a 
religion of itsowr. The first. race of people who established a commercial 
intercourse over the whole of that area, aud who were the means of disseminating 
civilization and creating trade, was a race who were very interesting to all 
of us, although they disappear from later history, the Phcenicians. Their 
two great cities, Tyre and Sidon were frequently mentioned ‘in the Bible, 
and their inhabitants were the first traders of the world. They were 
the English of that early time in the number of their colonies and the 
extent to which their commerce extended over the whole of the known world. 
After the Pheenicians began to disappear, the Greets came more into 
prominence and established a great number of colonies all round the coast of 
Asia Minor, so that ultimately the Greek language began to supersede the 
native languages. At the same time there arose several large monarchies which 
brought all these different races, which had previously been isolated, iuto 
connection with one anotler, and that above all, was done under the 
dominion of Alexander of Macedonia, who in the year 330, 8.c or thereabouts, 
overthrew the great Persian empire, and established a prodigious dominion which 
reached from India to the shores of the Adriatic sea. Although his dominion 
was broken up under his successors, it had the effect of uniting all these 
different nations and races into one _ political body for a short time. | 


Greek books were everywhere read, Greek philosophy, Greak manners and 
sentiments spread over these countries, and that was so much the case that even 
in a comparatively isolated country like Palestine, Greek was familiarly and 
frequently spoken, It did not supersede the nativo language altogother ; no 
doubt the Aramaic or modernizcd form of Hebrew was still spoken, but Greek 
was largely known, and no doubt most ot the inhabitants of Jerusalem were all 
able to speak Greek as well as their own language The dominion of Alexander's 


successors was followed by tho establishment of the Roman empire, by far 


the most important of all the g.eat dominions which had ever overspread the 
earth because it included the whole of the civilized world. Hovever largo a 
modern empire might, be it included but a comparatively small part of the 
civilized people of the world. But the Roman empire, having outside of it 


nothing but barbarism, contained within it all the civilization, all the intelligence, 


and nearly all the wealth which the world then possessed. The establishment 


of that empire brought all the countrics surrounding Asia Minor uider one 
It created peace and security 
where there had been disorder and war; it made commerce perfectly easy, it | 
promoted education and gave acareer to all its subjects, and thereby attached. 
to it the development of its subjects although its ruling was what we. should 


orderly and firmly established government. 


Greek - 
_ Civilization became the dominant civilization over the whole of. Western Asia ;° 


call stern and dispotic. The Jewish nation had much to snffer from the Romans. — 


-It was by the Roman emperor, Titus, that Jerusalem was destroyed after a terrible 


siege, and jt was at that time that the first great dispersion of their people took 
place ; therefore as far as Palestine was concerned, they had no reason to love 


the Romans, but when they looked beyond those bounds and over the 


whole of the ancient world as it then was, they must confess, that the 


Romans were not only benefivial to the rest of the nations, but also in 


reality to their own (the Jewish) nation; because they gave to them | 
the opportunity of going ont into the world to acquire distinction, | 
especially by their commercial activity, of which they were not slow | 
~ to avail themselves. In the time of Augustus, the first and one of the greatest | 
Roman emperors, the Jews were already a large and important community in 
Rome, and the same was true of many other great cities of the empiro, and they | 
very soon rose to high distinction, being among the most trusted coaasellors of | 
some of the emperors themselvesand filling important places, partly as physiciaus ~ 


‘a profession to which they seemed very early to have devoted thetasel ves, and as 


followers of the learned professions and as traders. In fact, when one looked 
back upon the persecution which their nation had to suffer from those times 


down to quite recent times, it might be said that there never was any era in 


the history of their people sinco the time when their independent monarchy 
existed in their ewn country, when they were so well off as they were under the 


Romap empire. That empire was eminently tolerant ; it made no distinction of 


religious belief or of race among its subjects, it allowed every nation to follow 
its own religious pertuasion. No doubt there were some persecutions of the | 
_ Christians, but that was only because it was believed that the Christians were 
. disloyal and rebellious against the empire. On the whole, the Roman emp're 
gave to its subjects a perfect freedom of religious opinion and religious practice | 


to which we could find no parallel until the present tine. (Applause) Daring 


the peaceful period of Roman rule the countries round the Eastern Mediterranean, 


Cilicia, Lydia, Illyria, Syria, Palestine, and Egypt, were covered with populous 


and flourishing cities. There was only one great drawback to the happiness — 


— 


the great curse of the ancient world, the cauker which was cating at the root: 
of ancient civilization, In speaking, therefore, of the prosperity which existed 
at the time, we must remember that after all it was a prosperity entirely in the 
free classes, and that along with the happiuees which the free classes enjoyed 
there existed untold misery among the servile population, to which, happily, — 
nothing in modern times could correspond. This happy and prosperous period 
under the Roman empire lasted for about 359 years. t 
made Christianity the established religion of the empire, and most unfortunately — 
his successors thought they were in consequence bound to persecute and put | 
did not perse-— 
_ cute the Jews or the Samaritans—whom they persecuted much more than Joews— 


down all other forms of religion. It must be admitted that t 


any more fiercely than certain sects of Christians. These persecutions had tho 
effect of weakening the empire, for instead of defending the empire the people 


only welcomed invaders into their country. Inthe year 622, Mohammed began 
| to preach, and within 200 years from that time Mohammedanism and the 


dominion of the Arabs had spread over the greater part of the Roman Empire, 
including the whole of the North of Africa, Syria, Palostine, Mesopotamia, 


Persia, and part of Asia Minor. The result was that the countries formerly so. 
prosperous were reduced to a condition of beggary and wretchedness. Mobam- 
medanism was really only a branch of the Jewish religion. Mohammed, so far 


from having been an original prophet, was an Arab of marvellous powers, who 
had fallen under the inflaence ot Jewish teachers and picked out a certain 


~ number of ideas which he combined with old Arabic usages, and some of which 
he misunderstood ; but eo far from having himself invented the doctrine of 


one God, there could be no doubt that he learnt it partly from Christians, but 
chiefly from Jews. Nearly all the most distinctive doctrines of his religion, 
and all that gave it its vitality and strength, were drawn either from Christi- 
anity, or still more from Jewish sources, and it was only fair to say that although 
the Moors behaved with considerable severity both to Christians and Jews, they 
always treated them much better than they treated other nations and other reli- 
gions. The Jews and Christians were regarded by them as being the possessors 
of Revelations from God similar to those which Mohammed himself gave, They 
always desired to claim a certain sort of kinship and relationship with Christians 
and Jews, as distinct from the uncompromising hostility which they considered 
themselves bound by the Koran to show to all other faiths Under tho 


-Mahommedan system every person who did not accept Mahommed as the prophet 


of God was only to be allowed his life as an act of indulgence ; he was reduced 
to a sabject condition and obliged to pay a tax, and was excluded from equal 


civil rights. The Mahommedan invasion succeeded ultimately in wresting from | 


the Roman Empire nearly the whole of Asia Minor, and in the loth century the 


Turks completed these conquests by the taking of Constantinople. In the course | 


of these long wars, the fertile countries which had formerly enjoyed prosperity 
and happiness were devastated and depopulated, a process which had continued 
to our own time ; for there were at present only about six million people covering 
an area as large as that of the United Kingdom. A minor dispersion of tho 
Jews took place shortly after the Turkish settlement in Europe. Upon the con- 
quest of the Moors by Ferdinand and Isabella at the end of the Loth century, 
the Jews who had settled in Spain under Moorish rule and lived in comparative 
peaco and toleration, were expelled the country. ‘Tuvey appear to have left in 
two streams, one towards Hollaud, where they settled chiefly in Amsterdam, 
and where they remained as an important colony to this day, and another portion 


~ went into Tarkey where they enjoyed great religious freedom, They settled in 


great numbers in Turkey, particularly in the city of Salonica which is, after 
Constantinople, the principal port in European Turkey. At Salonica there is a 
Jewish colony of about 50,000 people ; they continue to speak Spanish and also 
Ilebrew, in fact he had been told that the merchants kept their account booke in 
Hebrew characters. Being so numerous they were allowod togovera themselves 
aud look after their own affaires, and they enjoy considerable prosperity and 


wealth. Other colonies bave also been established over various parts of tho 


Turkish Empire, in Bulgaria, Servia and Roumania, These Jows, aithough 


diving in Mabommedan ‘Turkey, will not suffer any Mahommedans to intermarry — 


with them. In speaking of the future ef the various conntries he had been des- 
cribing, the lecturer referred to Palestine, a place Laving peculiar interest to them 


all. He need hardly tell them that what he wished for Palostine was for their 


own nation to oceupy it once more. (Cheers) There was no difference of 
opinion about that; they must all wish that the country which had played 
such agreat part in the history of the world should be ugain inhabite! by its 


ancient people. But of course the Jews had almost entirely quitted Palestine 
till about 200 or 150 years ago, and even now the Jewish population there was 


comparatively small. At the same time the population was increasing, and it 
would further increase if once the first conditions of colonization—the security 


of life and property—were established. If once they had a government in 
- Palestine which would make life secure, aud which would evable every man to 
reap the fruits of his own Jabour, colonization would go on far more rapidly, It — 
was quite trae that the most of their people who were scattered about in other 


countrics, bad not been accustomed to agriculture, and agriculture was tho 
great need of Palestine. The soil was exceedingly fertile in most parts In 
some parts it only required irrigation to make it fertile.

East which were published in our columns in the early part of last year. sige 
vivid and accurate descriptions of the social, religious and u.aterial condition 0 
the Jews in Jerusalem, Hebron, Beyrout, Smyrna, Constantinople and other parts 
of the East were written on the spot, after patient investigation and much 
trouble in verifying information, by Mr. Sydney M. Samuel. [He has accom- 
plisbed a task which many have attempted before but none with so much success 


and valuable results. ‘Those who have previously recorded their impressions of 


Jewish Life in the East have chiefly been travellers whose Notes by the Way 
bave been gathered. in a hurried manner, with few opportunitics for proving 
beneath the surface ; men who have too readily fallen victims to the love for 
exaggeration inherent in the denizens of Eastern lands or themselves have had a 
weakness for heightening effects by picturesquo ideal colouring. Other writers 
on.the Eastern Jews have been mostly doctrinaires, men generally of extreme 
opinions, who either condemn everything and everybody in the Kast as 
thoronghbly bad or those who look at the Holy Land and its inhabitants through 
rose-coloured spectacles, who regard the Land and the people with reverential 
awe, with almost superstitious sacredness, To neither of these classes does Mr, 
Samuel belong. THe has evidently striven to be thoroughly exact and strictly . 
impartial in all his ceecriptions whether they relate to men or things that he 
praises or criticises. Jie is the first English Jew who. from an unbiassed stand- 
point, bas told us the truth, aye the w/ole truth and nothing but the truth about 
Jerusalem... Whenever he has cause to suggest the possibility of improvement 
he writes with a pen dipped in honey. Heevidently remembers how little good 
has been previously done by zealous partieans, who had regard only for their 
own extreme views and little for tho feelings of those whom they knew woutd © 
disagree with their conclusions. 
It is only exceptionally that Mr. Samuel uses etrong language. His 


experience as the honorary secretary of the London Jewish Board cf Guardians - 


enabled him to speak with particular emphasis upon the waste of money that is 
involved in the present system of distributing the //alu/-1 (particulars of which 
are given with much completeness and detail) and no apology is necded for his 
outburst of indignation against the thraldom of ignorarce to which the 
Jewish population of Jerusalem is subject despite energetic efforts to bring 
light through the heavy clouds which now hang over our unhappy brethren. 
Mr. Samuel not inaptly compares the position of the Jews in the Holy Land 
to that of the Irish. “Every outspoken attempt to bring forward the facts 
concerning them is attributed, in some quarters, to prejudice. A man who 
dares to speak the truth about them is hounded down as a wicked and 
sacrilegious person, 
sacred than the Jews of anywhere else. They naturally co:mand additionay 
sympathy from the circumstances of their adop‘ing the land for which all. 
Jews yearn, as their dwelling place. Thoso who do so from purely religiou 
motives-are entitled to every respect and to our best assistance ; but those who 
make of this very sympathy a source of speculation are entitled, simply to our 
contempt. No sentiment should preclude conscientious men from epeaking their 
mind and doing their duty in this respect.” . |

Kalir often coins his own words 
and makes use of others in exceptional senses, but always seems to prefer Bible roots 
and Bible phrases. It was a usnal custom amon g pletanim to make frequent use of 
metaphors. but none can compare with Kalic in ingenuity. Should a Bible character 
be referred to but once throughout Holy Writ by a certain phrase,:Kalir makes use 
of it., Often we find nations alluded to by the titles of the ancient stocks from 
which they sprang or by some obscure name jn the genealogical tree.
